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A Philatelic Agency for Revenues 


We announce with great pleasure 
that after several conversations with 
officials of the Treasury Department 
at Washington that certain current 
revenue stamps of the United States 
are to become available to philatelists. 

Heretofore when the collector de- 
sired some of the odd and seldom used 
denominations he called at his local 
Collector of Internal Revenue if he 
lived in a large city and in such case 
might or might not receive what he 
wanted. More often he was refused. 
We know that in the case of the Phila- 
delphia office it was necessary to write 
to Washington to get permission to 
buy those stamps that were available. 
As certain offices carried only the de- 
nominations used locally, correspond- 
ence with collectors in other cities was 
often necessary. We know from per- 
sonal experience that we wrote dozens 
of letters to obtain copies of certain 
current revenue stamps that we needed 


' for our own collection. 


We are glad to state that this is 
no longer necessary for through the 
courtesy of Treasury officials all rev- 
enue stamps of current issues that 
may be legally sold are now available 
at Washington. 

These should be ordered from and 
your letters addressed to the Deputy 
Collector of Internal Revenue, Room 
1002, Internal Revenue Building, 
Washington, D. C.

Your letter ordering stamps should 
contain a money order payable to the 
Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue 
or cash in full amount of the face 
value of the stamps required plus 
sufficient to cover return postage and 
registration. If cash is sent it should 
be by registered mail. Remember that 
personal checks or unused postage 
stamps are not acceptable in payment 
for revenue stamps. 

Arrangements have been made to 
supply copies as well centered as pos- 
sible and with full gum in the case 
of stamps issued with gum. Of course, 
the collector appreciates that certain 
revenue stamps are issued without 
gum. 

One living in or visiting Washing- 
ton may make a personal call to Room 
1002 where he will receive most court- 
eous treatment from Mrs. L. I. Kester, 
the Assistant Cashier in charge. We be- 
lieve that in time Mrs. Kester will 
become as well known to collectors of 
revenue stamps as was Mrs. Shaughn- 
essy when the Philatelic Agency for 
Postage Stamps was established in 
1920. 

At the present time there are on 
sale and available the new red Docu- 
mentary stamps surcharged “Series 
1941” in values of 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 8, 10, 
20, 25, 40, 50, 80 cents, $1, $2, $3, $4, 
$5, $10, $20, $30, $60, $100, $500 and 
$1000. The Silver Tax Stamps in grey 


overprinted “Series 1941” are avail- 
able in denominations of 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 8, 
10, 20, 25, 40, 50, 80 cents, $1, $2, $3, 
$4, $5, $10, $20, $30, $50 and $60. The 
$100, $500 and $1000 will be ordered 
from the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing if there is any de- 
mand. The first one ordering these 
higher denominations may obtain 
stamp No. 1 for in the case of the 
$30, $50 and $60 we were able to ac- 
quire stamps $2 in each case. As all of 
our collectors may not know we would 
advise that the high denomination rev- 
enue stamps which are printed in 
vertical strips of four with straight 
edge at top, bottom and right are 
numbered consecutively from No. 1 
up. Of course No. 1 has straight edge 
at top and right and No. 2 is the first 
stamp perforated on two sides. The 
next is No. 3 and so on. 

As fast as the “Series 1941” be- 
comes exhausted they will be replaced 
by the “Series 1942” which the Bureau 
is now preparing. No stamps sur- 
charged “Series 1940” are available as 
these have all been recalled. 

The automobile “use” stamp of $2.09 
may be purchased and by the time 
these notes reach print possibly the 
new $1.67 for March will be available. 

Because of existing laws and rulings 
the Stock Transfer, the Wines, the 
Playing Cards and others are not 
available.

At the present time it is not thought 
that the volume sales will be sufficient 
to justify the annual expenditure nec- 
essary for the maintenance of an 
agency devoted entirely to the sale of 
stamps. In the meantime such duties 
have been assigned to others and it 
is hoped that volume sales will in- 
crease sufficiently within a short time 
to warrant a dozen clerks rather than 
one or two.

“nothing new in postage stamps” it 
will not be surprising if many phila- 
telists now add revenue stamps to 
their collection.

@ Guatemala in 1935 found a need 
for a 4c stamp, but did not have time 
to prepare a new design and have 
them printed, as their stamps are 
printed in Europe. Also, it was felt 
that cost of the stamps would consume 
an undue proportion of the revenue 
from the postage. So, the lc stamp 
was taken to local printers and per- 
forated diagonally in the sheets so 
that each stamp was bisected diagon- 
ally. Thus mailers could use either 
half of the stamp as a %c stamp, or 
could use the entire stamp as a lc.

Let the sponsors of this Dye extract- 
ing business tell the public the truth.

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A reminder from postal officials 
that a new series of stamped envel- 
opes is to be issued early in 1942 
will probably inspire collectors to 
start rounding up the 50 or 60 vari- 
eties of the current envelope stamps 
with 1941 watermark. 

No official announcement describ- 
ing the new envelope stamps has 
been made, but the Philadelphia 
Record reported there will be seven 
for regular postage, picturing Frank- 
lin and Washington as usual, and one 
for air mail, bearing a plane. 

The heads, it is said, will be in 
oval frames 1 1/8 inches high by 15- 
16ths of an inch wide with “United 
States Postage” at top, the value 
figure centered at bottom and the 
value spelled out on the left with 
“Cents” on the right. The airmail 
envelope stamp will be a rectangle 
15-16ths by 15-16ths inches, showing 
a commercial plane with no inscrip- 
tion above. Below the plane will be a 
large “6” between “Air” and “Mail.” 

The set is expected to consist of 
l-cent olive, Franklin; 1%c brown, 
Washington; 2c red, Washington; 3c 
purple, Washington; 4c dark green, 
Franklin; 5c blue, Washington; 6c 
terra cotta, Washington; 6c air mail, 
orange-red, plane. 

The watermark changes every four 
years, with the printing contract so 
“1941” paper succeeded “1937” not 
so long ago. On “extra quality” en- 
velopes the watermark slants through 
the U. S. monogram, and on “stand- 
ard quality” ones it is arranged 
horizontally, indicating different man- 
ufacturers, according to J. M. Bartels, 
the specialist. _ 

Current envelopes come in three 
colors (white, amber and blue), in 
various sizes, in two qualities, and 
are printed from more than one die. 
Many shades of both paper and ink 
are available. 

Of the dies now in use, says Mr. 
Bartels, there are three for the Ic 
envelopes, two for the 1c, four for 
the 2c and three for the 3c. Several 
of these show wide differences. They 
are not in Scott’s U. S. Catalogue but 
may be included next year—N. Y. 
American. 





As the publisher, W. H. Compton,

COVERS will not be published again 


until the war is won. Mr. Compton 
offered his services as an Engineer 
to the United States War Dept. and 
is doing his part in winning the war.

Chesapeake Area 
Contest 





The February meeting of the Asso- 
ciated Stamp Clubs of the Chesapeake 
Area, held in Baltimore on Saturday, 
Feb. 14th, at the Stafford Hotel, was 
marked by an unusual and satisfactory 
type of contest.

The usual classifications as 
in exhibitions was followed, and the 
same trophies, medals and award cer- 
tificates as in the shows held by the 
A.S.C.C.A. in previous years, found 
winners this year. 

A total of 35 collections entered 
covered a wide range, so that in only 
two cases were collections of identical 
material brought before the judges. 

In the Championship class, Denwood 
N. Kelly, popular secretary of the 
association, took the award with his 
Stamps of Ship Companies. This 
makes his third winning of the cup, 
which now becomes his without re- 
course. In the non-winners’ class, Paul 
J. Kisel took the Ewell trophy with his 
beautiful Socony collection. William H. 
Beck’s glorious study of the 3 cent 
1861, scientifically determining what 
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is a “pink” color of this stamp, was 
the best U. S. exhibit. 

The Stevens collection of Tibet and 
the McCann collection of Hong Kong 
offices in China must be mentioned as 
among the remarkable fine entries. 

The judges, Dr. J. F. Emerson and 
Mr. R. S. Williamson of Baltimore, and 


S. G. Rich of New Jersey, were en- — 


thusiastic about the quality of mate- 
rial and the remarkable range covered. 

The awards were announced at the 
association’s dinner that evening, with 
much cheerful by-play. After the din- 
ner opportunity was given for any of 
the fifty-odd members present to see 
any collection that might interest him. 


Czechoslovak Historia 
Shown at 
Collectors Club 


The Feb. 4 meeting of the Collec- 
tors Club, in New York, had as the 
evening’s speaker Professor J. W. 
Lowey, exhibiting portions of his re- 
markable collection of Czechoslovak 
historical philatelic pieces. A Czech 
himself, an able and well informed 
speaker, entirely at home in our own 
language, Mr. Lowey held his audience 
and delighted them with his fine 
stamps and covers. 

Perhaps the most striking portion 
was the showing of postal historical 
items from the Czech forces in Russia 
during 1917 to 1919, in the days when 
the Czechs were not yet masters of 
their own homeland and were fighting 
abroad. The remarkable trek of the 
Czech armies across Siberia and 
around Asia to return home, brought 
out by covers and special issues of 
stamps, really attracted attention. The 
fear of the Czechs as causing such 
events as the killing of the royal 
Romanoff family came out clearly. 

Even up to the last days of Czech 
independence, Mr. Lowey exhibited rel- 
evant postal material. The settling of 
moot points for members who asked 
questions on them formed a strong 
feature of his talk.
